Canadian voters went to the polls on 
Tuesday and gave that country its first ma­ 
jority government since 1963 and a prime 
minister who is likely to give Canada a new 
look and new prominence in the world news.

Pierre Elliott Trudeau, a come-lately 
Lib eral, b ecame prime minister last April 
and chose to gamb le. 
He could have re­ 
mained fairly 
secure as prime minister 
for perhaps another year. Instead three 
days after he took over as head of the 
government, he dissolved Parliament and 
called a national election.

As a French-Canadian he made it un­ 
mistakab ly clear he wanted no part of a 
separatist government or a special constitu­ 
tional status for Queb ec. This resulted in some 
violent protests at his campaign gatherings, 
b ut he piled up victories there. 
The Lib erals took 155 of the 264 seats in 
the House of Commons, 23 more than a 
majority. The leader of the winning party 


automatically b ecomes prime minister, though 
he is not elected to the post. 
There is a great difference b etween 
Trudeau and Rob ert Stanfield who was trying 
to 
get 
a victory 
for 
the 
Progressive 
Conservative Party. Apart from the fact that 
b oth are millionaires, they had little in com­ 
mon. Stanfield is stolid, quiet and dignified.

Trudeau is called a “swinger” who 
appeals to the younger generation. He 
studied law at the University of Montreal, 
did graduate work at the Sorb onne, the 
London School of Economics and Harvard. 
He was a professor of constitutional law 
at the University of Montreal and a 
founder of a Montreal social reform 
magazine.

So it is that the Wall Street Journal 
ob servation — that “a federal tax b oost could 
create financial prob lems for some states” 
which tie to the federal income tax — will 
not apply to Neb raska. 
The surcharge will not increase the 
amount of income tax Neb raskans will pay 
to the state, even though the state levy is 
b ased on the federal rate. This is b ecause 
the surcharge is added 
to the federal 
b ill 
after the point on 
the tax return at which 
the state tax is figured. 
But the surcharge could have caused an 
additional amount of state tax to b e withheld 


from the paychecks of Neb raskans, since the 
state withholding rate is geared to the total 
amount of federal taxes due, after the 
surcharge is added. This is what the Wall 
Street Journal was talking ab out. 
It could have caused increased state 
withholding, that is, if the state tax law had 
not b een written with such eventualities in 
mind and if State Tax Commissioner Murrel 
McNeil had not b een right on the b all to 
take the necessary action. 
McNeil 
merely 
lowered the 
s t a t e 
withholding rate from 10% to 9% — for a 
10% reduction — to b e effective at the time 
the federal withholding rate is to b e increased 
b y 10%. 
•

It sounds pretty complicated. But all 
it means is that when the increased 
federal tax b ecomes effective, it will not 
increase either the amount Neb raskans 
owe in state taxes or the amount withheld 
from their salaries to pay their state tax­ 
es.

There was a report made pub lic in 
Neb raska a week or so ago that should b e 
pasted in the hats of every concerned citizen 
of 
the state. It was put out b y ttie State 
Education Department and it involves only 
the small fry of the state; still it has b ig 
time implications. *

What it says is that there are far 
fewer b ab ies b eing b orn in Neb raska 
nowadays than was the case a few years 
ago; moreover, some of the Infants b eing 
b orn are leaving the state — along with 
their parents, of course.

This may not b e terrib ly startling news, 
since nearly everyone b y now is aware of 
the effects of ‘‘the pill.” But in b oiling it 
down into numb ers of school age youngsters, 
it b ecomes highly significant to educators, 
administrators, school b oard memb ers, and 
particularly to the pub lic, as they chart the 
course of school facilities in the state in years 
to come. 
The Education Department study shows, 
specifically, that while Neb raska had 31,393 
.six-year-olds as of a year ago, it had b ut 
2:1,085 one-year-olds at that time. Thus the 
numb er of potential first-graders five years 
from now is 26.5% less than the present 
numb er. 
Ob viously, if this pattern is extended 
through the coming years — as there is every 
reason to b elieve that it will b e •— Neb raska 
not going to need nearly as many 
IS 


classrooms or as many teachers as it Is 
employing now.

This assumption needs a further 
clarification, however. Certain sections of 
the state, notab ly the small towns and 
rural areas, are suffering far more pupil 
attrition than others. In fact, it is likely 
that an influx of population into the larger 
cities will mean sub stantially less decline 
in numb ers, if any at all, in the urb an 
centers. 
• 
• 
• 
So to the more sparsely-peopled localities 
In the state, the message should b e clear; 
widespread consolidation of school districts. 
Involving b oth rural areas and small towns, 
is imperative. Otherwise, there are going to 
b e a lot of school houses and a lot of teachers 
with only a handful of students b ut with the 
same costs of operation as if they had a 
full house. 
It means, too, that school districts all 
over the state are going to have to move 
very cautiously in planning and b uilding addi­ 
tional school structures. 
The slowdown in b ab ies may well mean 
that the tiny school district, clung to so 
tenaciously in parts of Neb raska, may b e 
a luxury of the past.* 
•

In a state which quite properly talks 
a great deal of efficiency in government, 
the ineffieiency of the mini-districts and 
their declining numb ers surely can no 
longer b e tolerated.

The operation tiiat has b een mounted in 
the Stop-Humphrey movement is the Big 
Sinoke-Out. The aim is to get Vice President 
Humphrey to repudiate the war pub licly, 
which means to repudiate Lyndon Johnson 
and his considerab le remaining 
jiolitical 
influence, for the 
J’resident is no lame duck. 
This was the inevitab le 
anli-Hurnphrey 
strategy, 
on 
which b oth the McCarthy and 
former Kennedy supporters can 
agree, although they cannot 
agree on Eugene McCarthy asj 
c a ndidate. 
Humphrey’s 
in­ 
evitab le reply — that he is still 
a memb er of the team, b ut will b e very 
much his own man when he is captain — 
cannot have surprised them. What did they 
expect him to do? Cut himself off from the 
delegates and party and b ecome an ufihill, 
lonely runner, much like McCarthy and Nelson 
Rockefeller? 
In a play or movie, I suppose, the script 
could b e written very offb eat. Hub ert paces 
the room ail night m an agony of torment. 
Should he stick with his holding operation 
on an almost sure nomination or respond to 
the ultimatum of Paul O’Dwyer, who has just 
won the privilege of b eing the New York 
Democrat-to-b e-b eaten b y Sen. Jake Javits? 
Hub ert decides to throw his nomination away, 
lest O’Dwyer think he has b etrayed the cause. 
He has a b ig confrontation scene with 
Lyndon, saying to the President, “I know 
you are doing your damndest to get a peace 
treaty at Paris, b ut I have to show I am 
x^y owa man, even if it splits the administra­ 


tion and the party and throws the election 
to Richard Nixon.” Lyndon is adamant. So 
Hub ert resigns as vice president, with the 
triumphant message to McCarthy, “now 
we 
can b oth start from scratch.” 
• 
• 
• 
There is another smoking-out operation 
going on, that of Nixon b y Rockefeller, b ut 
few lib erals seem interested in the struggle 
to get a lib eral Repub lican nominated. Nixon’s 
hold on the nomination is even stronger than 
Humphrey’s, and his chance of b eing dislodg­ 
ed is even slimmer. Yet, 1 wouldn’t write 
off either Rockefeller or McCarthy. 
• 
• 
• 
The Repub lican situation is that Nixon 
is surer of his party’s support, b ut Rockefeller 
would get a strong Democratic vote, especially 
against Humphrey. The Democratic situation 
is that Humphrey faces a party defection, 
b ut would get a strong Repub lican vote to 
make up for it. McCarthy would have an 
even more serious party defection than 
Humphrey, b ut woukl get the Repub lican 
peace vote, especially against Nixon. Thus, 
the ideal Novemb er confrontations would b e 
Humphrey against Rockefeller or McCarthy 
tagainst Nixon. Either of them would give 
the voters a clearer choice of policies than 
seems in prospect now. 
Rockefeller, who has counted on the sup­ 
port of lib eral Repub licans, was shocked at 
Sen. Mark Hatfield’s declaration of support 
for Nixon. He couldn’t understand, he said, 
the “marriage” b etween Dove Hatfield and 
Hawk Nixon. Hatfield said hs had b een given 
the b enefit of a “private talk” with Nixon 
and was satisfied that h« knew how to end 


the war. This kind of private knowledge may 
also have b een b ehind the Bill Moyers in­ 
terview ab out Humphrey’s independent stand 
on the war, and Moyers is in a far b etter 
position to know ab out what Humphrey really 
has thought than Hatfield is to know ab out 
Nixon. 
But what we need for b oth candidates 
is not private b ut pub lic knowledge of what 
they think, not so much ab out the past b ut 
ab out the present and future — how to make 
peace now and what to do ab out violence 
in the cities. 
• 
• 
• 
It is also sad that McCarthy, who is not 
la Humphrey’s b ind ab out the war and can 
speak out even for unilateral withdrawal, has 
not yet estab lished himself as more than a 
one-issue man. Rob ert Kennedy’s strength was 
that his appeal did not rest on the war issue 
alone. He b ad a strong Negro b ase, a strong 
support from whites and b lacks for his ap­ 
proach'to the inner city and an identification 
with the poor —- none of which McCarthy 
seems 
to 
have. Even this didn’t 
persuade 
the delegates to trust Kennedy for the 
presidency, b ecause they saw him — as many 
did — as a polarizing candidate.

I regard McCarthy as a low-keyed, an­ 
tihero, conciliating candidate, b ut I suspect 
that most of the delegates see him as a one- 
issue, 
polarizing figure, 
while they 
see 
Humphrey from an overall viewpoint as a 
coalition candidate. That is what McCarthy 
must grapple with, and that is what h® will 
have to overcome.

No wonder Democrats and Repub licans 
alike, conservatives and lib erals alike, and 
many who used to think let-W’ashington-do-it 
was the answer to every social ill are b egin­ 
ning to see and to say that functions, funds, 
and initiative need to b e turned b ack to state 
and local government.

This is why Moynihan, assistant secretary 
of lab or under President Kennedy and now 
head of the Harvard-MIT Urb an Affairs 
Center, b luntly asserts that, while the federal 
government has proved itself massively effic­ 
ient at collecting taxes, it has shown itself 
massively inefficient at dispensing federal 
services. 
Roth’s titanic study of administrative 
dishevelment ought to stir Congress and the 
White House to action. His immediate proposal 
is modest — that the government b e directed 
to put into a single catalogue a lucid repwt 
on all federal assistance programs and what 
the citizen needs to know to use them.

The six th inning grand slam — Bonds’ first hit in 
the majors — matched a feat achieved ju st once before 
. . . by Du ggleby, a right-handed p itcher, in his 1898 
debu t with the Philadelp hia Nationals. 
While Bo nds’ blast altered the reco rd bo o k and 
so uthpaw Ray Sadecki shackled the Do dgers o n two hits, 
Pittsburgh’s Maury Wills ran his hitting streak to 23 games 


high in the majo rs this seaso n — in a 3-2 v icto ry o v er St. 
Lo uis. 
The New York Mets blank ed Cincinnati 4-0, Atlanta 
whip p ed Philadelp hia 6-1 and Hou ston beat the Chicago 
Cu bs 4-2 in other NL games. 
Grand slam homers have become second natu re to 
Bonds, a 6-foot-l Californian who was leading the PCL 
with a .367 batting average when the Giants p romoted 
him from their Phoenix farm clu b. Desp ite his claim 
that “I don’t consider myself a home ru n hitter,” he 
had swatted eight PCL homers . . . inclu ding three grand 
slams in five bases-loaded situ ations. 
Bonds hit 25 homCrs with Lex ington, N.C., in 19 65;
